Pennsylvania Democrat Boss Was

Pittsburg, Pa., July 15.—{Special.}--Col., 
James M. Guffey, Democratic national com-

Col. “Jim” Guffey arose to nationwide 
prominence in the summer of 1908, when 
William Jennings Bryan, who had been bis 
admired friend, repudiated him and tried to 
dlapossese him of the Democratic control of 
Pennsylvania. It was them—about the time 
Bryan got his third nomination—that Guffey 
recalled how he had, at an expense of many 
éollare, given Bryan some beautiful stained 
glace windows which added luster te the 
Lincoln residence. Col. Bryan moved te re- 
turn the windowsa,but it was too late. 


Guffey’s Friend Is Receiver. 

The receiver for Col. Guffey’s properties 
was appointed late today by Judge Joseph M. 
Swearingen in the Common Pleas court The 
action was teken upon a bill in equity filed 
by J. H, Gales. John B. Willard, who is fe- 
miliar with Col Guffey’s affairs, was named 
as receiver. 

The bill fled alleges that Col. Guffey’s in- 
debtedness is about $6,700,000, of which about 
$000,000 is unsecured; that the defendant has 
ne ready money with which to meet the pay- 


‘ments due; and thet certain creditors are 


threatening to seil his collaterals and enter 
suits. 

It is further asserted that Col. Guffey has 
assets of more than $17,000,000, a large part 
of which ts stock of the J. M. Guffey com- 
pany ang the West Virginia company, two 
coal companies which own 196,700 acres of 
coking coal in West Virginia. These prop- 
erties are asserted to be worth at least 81. 
000,000, and the bill in equity maintains that 
they are estimated to contain 2,000,000,000 
tons of coal. Other assets of Col, Guffey to 
the value of two or three million dollars con- 
sist of stocks and bonds of other corpora- 
tions.

Baron Rheinhaben has been minister of 
finance for almost ten years and visited New 
York in 1902, at the request of the emperor, 
in order to study in person the economic 
conditions of the United States. That the 
emperor should have dispatched him to 
America for the purpose of making himself 
personally acquainted with the great cap- 
tains of industry and of finance in the United 
States, and with their methods, furnished 
one of the many striking proofs which have 
been given of the extreme importance which 
William II. attaches to friendly relations and 
commercial intercourse between his empire 
and the new world. The baron is the son 
of an officer who lost his life on the battle 
field of Sadowa in 1866 and is married to a 
charming and wealthy woman, the Baroness 
Lilleneron, and was extremely popular when 
formerly governor of the province of the 
Rhine, managing to win the favor alike of 
Catholics and of Lutherans and to conciliate 
the conflicting interests of agriculture, in- 
dustry, and commerce. His only fight of 
any importance while governor was with the 
-Durgomaster of the important city of Dus- 
seldorf, in which dispute the mayor may 
be said to have championed the cause of re- 
j action and Baron Rheinhaben that of prog- 
ress and of Ifberalism.

The matter has become of live interest

committee of the house in requesting the 
director of the census to prepare tables show- 
ing the number of representatives to which 
each state will be entitled as a result of the 
census now being tabulated. 


House Members Number 891. 
After the census of 1900 was taken congress 
fixed upon one member for every 194,000 in- 
habitants as the correct ratio, and passed an 
act fixing the membership of the house at 886 
members. Since this la w Oklahoma has been 
admitted with a representation of five in the 
lower house of congress. 

The house consists, therefore, of 391 mem- 
bers, a number too large to transact busi- 
ness efficiently except through.rules which 
permitted action based upon the decision of 
a small controlling clique., The rules Were in- 
terpreted in such a fashion as to become 
arbitrary and harsh. A revolt resulted which 
overthrew Speaker Cannon and brought 
about a partial liberalization of the rules. 

If congress were to adopt for the present 
census the ratio of apportionment observed 
| in 1900, the house of representatives would 
be increased by sixty-eight members. This 
would bring the total membership up to 460. 
It is not expected, however, that this ratio 
will be maintained.

The disposition of the country has been 
to keep down the membership of the house 
so far as consistent with adequate representa- 
tion for the people. The constitution pre- 
scribed that the number of representatives 
should not exceed one for every 30,000, but 
the growth in population, as reported by the 
director of each succeeding census, has neces- 
sitated an enlargement of this ratio. 

It is expected that when the apportionment 
bill is considered the number of the mem- 
bers of the house will be fixed at one for every 
225.000. This would mean that the house 
would remain practically at its present figure. 
There would not be an increase of more than 
five members. 

A hard, fight undoubtedly win be made 

against the adoption. of such a large ratio, 
— by sparsely settled portions ot the 
country, and by those which fear that emi- 
on further will reduce their population.

The largest so far extended 
him was that of $75,000 for nine months’ 
work giving boxing exhibitions in different 
cities in England. Hugh McIntosh, the Aus- 
tralian promoter, offered Johnson this big 
incentive at a private meeting today. 

When Johnson was asked what he intend- 
ed to do in regard to Melntosh's offer he 
though a few seconds and replied: 

While the offer is a big one, I have not 
decided yet whether to accept or not. In the 
first place I am not stuck on such a long stretch 
in this theatrical business. as it ties a man down 
too much. You can't enjoy yourself the way you 
would like, for as soon as you are through with 
the afternoon performance you just have time to 
dispose of your dinner, then, after a short rest, you 
have to rush back to the theater for the evening 
performance. That sort of work grows monotonous 
after about two weeks, then you wish you had 
never accepted an engagement. I will think the 
matter over and give Mr. McIntosh my answer in 
a few days. 

George Little, former manager of Jack Johnson, 
says he is ready to prove every word he has said 
about Johnson having engaged in fake fights with 
Stanley Ketchel and Al Kaufmann when he fought 
them at Jimmy Coffroth’s arena at Colma. When 
asked if the statements which he is credited with 
having made in the west to the effect Johneon 
faked the fights with Ketchel and Kaufmann in 
California were true he said: 

Tes, and every word I have said about fake 
fights I am ready to prove at any moment that 
Johnson denies them.

Court Sat for Six Months, _ 

The inquiry of which this wholesale action 
was the outcome, was ordered as the re- 
sult of the suspension by Gen. Elliott of Col.

BIG FRISCO DECREASE,

Washington, D. C., July 15.—[(Speciai. }— 
Chicago leads the country in {ts building 
operations during 1900. 

The United States geological survey has 
issued a statement giving comparisons of 
such operations in fifty-one .cities for four 
years. Their cost in 1000 was $771,987,564. 

The increases and decreases for individual 
cities in 1900 compared with 1908 are not 
significant, because 1908 was not a normal 
year. The largest increase reported for 1908 
was $8,141,720, or 13.78 per cent, by Chicago, 
and the next largest was $4,446,700, or 3.92 
per cent, by New York; the increases in 1900 
by these two cities were respectively $28 008, - 
580, or 41.66 per cent, and $68,228,005, or 57.91 
per cent. 


Brooklyn, which had the largest decrease | 


($25,427,604) in 1908, showed the third largest 
gain in 1900—$18,402,061. 


Big Decrease in Frisco. 

Of the cities that showed decreases in 1900, 
San Francisco had the largest, $5,484,273, 
or 1742 per cent; Dayton was next, with 
$1,633,780, or 47.42 per cent, the largest pro- 
portional decrease, and Oakland was third 
with $102,051, or 15.85 per cent. The de- 
creases in these cities may be ascribed to 
local causes. The significant decrease in 
San Francisco indicates that the building 
activities of that city probably have reached 
a nearly normal condition after the abnormal 
condition following the great fire. 

The average cost of operations under the 
total permits issued in the fifty-one cities was 
$3,616 in 1900, against 83,2483 in 1908. In New 
York the average cost per building was 
$24,387 in 1900, against $19.306 in 1908: in 
Chicago it was $4,341 in 1900, against $6,827 
in 1908; in Brooklyn $4,672 in 1900, against 
$4,259 in 1908; in Philadelphia $2,480 in 1900, 
against $2,107 in 1908; in San Francisco 
$4,536 in 1900, against $4,706 in 1908. 

Seattle had the largest number of new 
wooden buildings, 7355. and Los Angeles 
was second with 5,284 buildings. Chicago 
was the leading city in cost of wooden build- 
ings, with a total of $12,532,880; San Fran- 
cisco was second, $12,257,683; Seattle was 
third, $9,843,805. Reading wap the only city 
that reported no wooden buildings erected.

IF BUYERS WISH TO PURCHASE. 


Conditions in New York Market Such 
That Attractive Prices Existing’ at 
Present May Not Continue Long. 


New York, July 18.—[Speclal }—When the

“ Excepting the effects of storms, agricu)- 
ture has in general made the progress ex- 
pected: at this season.

Unirrigated Crops Suffer. 

Washington, D. C., July 15.—PFarmers tn 
western North Dakota began to realize during 
the latter part of last ninth the benefits 
which they could receive from the irrigation 
projects in their territory. Owing to the high 
temperature and scorching winds which 
swept over the western part of the state 
the latter part of June, unirrigated crops 
were practically burned up, so that many will 
not be worth barvesting, and the best yield 
that can be expected on dry land will not be 
80 per cent of normal, according to the recia- 
mation service.

The Chicago Association of Commerce be- 
ing interested in the quick delivery of the 
mails, respectfully asks your consideration 
of the proposed ordinance amending an. ordi- 
nance passed by the city council of the city 
of Chicago July 13, 1908, enttled, An ordi- 
nance granting to the Chicago Postal Pneu-- 
matic Tube company certain rights and privi- 
leges in regard to pneumatic tubes in the city 
of Chicago.’ 

“The company has a contract with the 
United States government for the installing 
of nine additional miles of tubing, and it is 
expected that the system will in the future 
be developed as it has been in the City of 
New York to the extent of about 100 miles. 

It is quite apparent to business men that 
the company cannot finance any develop- 
ment of the system with the clause in the or- 
dinance which makes all the tubes in the 

s revert to the city at the expiration of 
the ordinance on July 18, 1923—thirteen years 
hence. The Association of Commerce, 
through its executive committee, believes 
that this is a situation calling for an equi- 
table adjustment, and that the proposed ordi- 
nance meets thid demand by the payment of 
$65,000 to the city in thirteen annual install- 
ments of $5,000 each. 

“The tubes in the streets originally cost 
some $200,000, but allowing 5 per cent per 
annum for depreciation, they would not be 
worth anything to thé city at the end of the 
twenty years, especially as the city would be 
without the necessary machinery for oper- 
ating them, as the machinery does not be- 
com the property of the city.
